BILL 

TO 

Amend the Acts for the Regulation of Municipal Oorpo- A.D. 1883. 
rations in Ireland in respect to the Disqualification for 
Municipal Offices in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and Preamble. 

with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. That any person who shall have been elected into any corpo- Naturo of 

rate office since the first day of May one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty , and who shall have admitted on oath in court that 
he has been party or privy to or guilty of any indictable offence, 
for which he would have been liable, if convicted, to have been 
10 sentenced to death or penal servitude, or any term of imprisonment 
with hard labour, then and in such case such person shall become 
disqualified and the office vacant. And the council or board of 
commissioners shall thereupon declare the said office to be vacant, 
and signify such vacancy by notice under the hands of three or 
15 more of them, countersigned by the town clerk, to be affirmed in 
some public place within the borough. 

2. This Act may bo cited as the Disqualification for Municipal short title. 
Offices Act, 1883, and shall be construed in like manner as the 
Act passed in the Session of Parliament held in the third and fourth 
20 years of the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled An Act for the 
Regulation of Municipal Corporations in Ireland, and the subsequent 
Acts amending or explaining the same.
